Given By Bernard 
Alcxandor

4ifltandor's addree^s climaxed a 
^mtk debate and discussion by the 
n-Sophomorc Debating So- 
on the subject: "'Resolved that 
er with tho uiaterial progress 
the Industrial devolution there 
been a corresponding .idvancc 
^An the Moral and intelicctual 
epheres." 

Opinions Expressed 

T\i» leader of the afflrniaUve side 
■was H. Otamer, while H. M. Shaf- 
hauscn opposed the niotion. After 

ihry Imd ied off their respective 
►ides in fifteen minute speeches, 
members of the aiidiencc were given 
three minute.s In which to «pcak for 
or against the resolution, and .many 
of them expressed their views on 
the matter. 

The leaders were then given two 
»iiinut»-s each for rebuttal, and were 
followed by Bernard Alexander who 
gave a short talk on the elements of 
public speaking. "It would bo pre- 
sumptuous on mj' pai*t^" ho said, "to 
give advice on this subject, because 
.nil ability in public speaking comes 
from experience," He went on to say 
that the object of a speech is to con- 
vince people on the spot, and that 
everj-thlng in tho speech must lend 
toward that end and that anything 
detracting from that end such as 
shuffling the feet or noisily playing 
with a pencil, should be avoided. 
Advice Given 

"Think out what you are going to 
say beforehand." Alcxandor- 'ad\ised 
Ills audience, "and have a clear out- 
line tif your address in- your mind, 
tii"n V'urtli'T. fi single thought 

clearly expressed is belter than a 
multiplicity of ideas. -Do not de- 
velop any stray ideas that come to 
your mind as you deliver your pre- 
)iarcd address, for -..-ou must confine 
yourself to tlie time you are given. 
"He commented on the loose use of 
many general expressions, such as 
"science" and "intelleotuar' by the 
speakers of tlio afternoon and their 
rushing from thought to thought 
without really taking time to drive 
home any of their ideas to their 
audience. 

Opens Debate 

TL Cramer opened the debate by 
defining some terms in Ihe resolu- 
tion and tlien brought historical 
evidence to show that the average 
man of today lives in a higher moral 
and intellectuual plane than his 
ancestors did before the Industrial 
Itevolution. 3-le stressed .-in improve- 
ment in two direct ion."?, first In tlie 
broad diffusion of liberal knowledge, 
and secondly, in the widening of the 
bounds of the sum of human infor- 
mation, 

11. .M. Schafhauscn pointed out 
that the negative of the resolution 
did not exclude any intellectual or 
moral advance since llic Industrial 
Hevolutiyn, l>ut iluit it merely claim- 
ed that the arlvance v.o.s riot suf- 
ficiently great to correspond lo tho 
Immense .-Lmount of material pro- 
eress. 

A vote of the ho'isc gave the 
victory to I'le .Tf|irmative. Tlie two 
principles of this debafe wïll speak 
against Loyoln. on November U'lli.

British Debaters Admire McGUl Spirit, But American 
Students Take Morn Active Interest in Affairs 
Amherst And Stanfttrd Undergraduates 
Show Great Pride In University'— 
. "Harvard Indifference" 
.- Presetit At Yale, ■ 



There h.%a been a general feeling at McOill, cxprcs.icd or' otherwise, within 
tho past few years that tho intangible thing known lis "college spirit" hns 
been sadly lacking at this university. 13si»ccially has this lack been. felt when 
tho .tltitude of tho student svt. McGIll is cuinpared with that of tho student 
at other colleges. 

AVhon the British debaters, however, dcrhirod that sttnlent. feollnp, in 
their opinion, ran very high at McCiill and expressed their admiration of the 
oxccllonl organized rooting it was decided to investigate tho real stale of 
affairs at McGill .is compared with some uf.thc more reprcscnttitivo Amcricsiii 
utiiversitlcs In regards to these matter?. 

So several men at presonl tit Mc- 
(!ill who have als.soino time liecn- un- 
dergraduates at American universities 
were interviewed by the Dally yester- 
day. , 



Philosophy Has 

Five Divisions 

Professor Porteous. Speaks 
To Philosopliical Society 

"What is Philosophy?', asked Pro- 
fe-ssor Porteous last niglit, ad- 
dressing a meeting of .the- Philo- 
sophical Society held In the Arts 
Building. ' 

, A definition of philosophy, ssid 
the speaker; must frame all philo- 
sophical systems. Professor Por- 
teous showed tho variety of jihllo- 
sophical conceptions by citing and 
commenting on Kclci-tism, Jico- 
Platonism, neo-Scholasticism and the 
modem phllosophj' of Pragmatism. 

The speaker considered- philo- 
sophy to have five main character- 
istics; lis Reflective chanictor by 
which it differs from science; its 
Reasoning ch.tracter by which it 
differs from Religion; its General 
character opposed to. the partlcuLv 
character of science, lis 'Ultimate 
character, or its nature for search- 
ing and its Catholicity. 

Wrong Methods 

Professor Porteous then explained 
what he considered wrong ways of 
considering philosophy.. To .abandon 
oneself to scepticism, said the speak- 
er, is to lose our common logic; to 
consider philosophy as a mere artis- 
trj" of words eliminates philosophy's 
real business; to consider philosophy 
as the ",Scientla Scientia.o'' the 
symposium of all sciences. Is to i x- 
cludo from philosophy's field such 
pertinent studies as aesthetics .and 
ethics, and to include many imper- 
tinent scientific facts; on the other 
hand to think of philosophy as some- 
thing transcending reason as Kegel 
did. is to head us into a cloud of me- 
taphysics. 

Because of the muliipllcity of philo- 
sophic systems, any one of Vhicli:may 
be true. Philosophy may not bo defin- 
ed by its context, declared the speak- 
er., .To define philosophy then, we 
must consider the field of plillosbpliy. 
and. In particular, its relutions to 
other science^. Science ani) ijhilo- 
sophy arc alike in methods Ji.'ild Pro- 
fessor Porteous but wo can not 
K|>eak of many philosophies as we 
can of many Sciences.

R.M.C. Track-Men Superior 
—McGill Ahead In 
Field Events 



Showing real class In the track 
ovcnls, II teiini from tho K..M.C. de- 
fouled the McCîlll liiterniodiatcs on 
tho .Stadium ycstcnia.y afternoon. 
Tliu cadets took all runs except the 
880, wlilcli w.as retained for McGill by 
Nobbs who put on a stirring finish to 
win after having been ns much -as 
sixty yards behind the leader. 

McOill scored points chiotly In the 
field evciit.s, but oven hero tho red 
epresentatlves were weak In the 
high. Jump and polo /vault, both of 
which wont to the KIngstonlans. Tho 
final score of 76-6!» is a fair indica- 
tion of the relative strength of the 
teams. 

The meet is held chiefly, from a 
.McGlU point of view, to uncover 
talent which may make tho senior 
grade next fall. In this respect, if 
no other, tho event was successful; 
for be.sides Js'obhs In the S80, Moore, 
Maiighn and Crablrco .showed form 
which. If polished up next «iimmer, 
should cam them places on the se- 
nior team.- 

R.M.C. Suptrior 

From the start It was "obviously an 
off day for McGill. Cameron, after 
getting away to a fine start, lost out 
in tho hundred. The cadets followed 
up this early advantatgc by taking 
tito inlle run, Ihe high hurdles, the 
440, the 220, the tlirco miles, and the 
low hurdles. Jleanwhile, team mates 
had accounted for tho high jump and 
the pole vault and the meet was lost 
to McGill. 

As is usual with McGill track 
teams, most of the red strength lay 
in the field, where the three weight 
events were accounted for': In short 
order, Crabtrco supplied the only 
other McGill victory when ho won 
tlio broad jump. 

Double For Nobbs 
Besides turning in a winning effort 
In the 880, Nobbs took, tho baton for 
tho last lap of tho relay with a con 
Hiderable de'flclt to make up. He 
caught tho R.M.C. runner "and passed 
him' with ten yards to .u-o. 

The polo v.-iull was, porllaps. the 
best event of the afternoon. McAvity, 
tho soldier track team, iiflcr compel 
Ing in fivo other events, cleared the 
bar at eleven feet to equal tho mark 
made at the senior Intercollegiate in 
Kingston.

VALUES DISCUSSED 

Accountancy Is An Essential 
To The Country 
. Doctor 

"One of the faults I find with Mc- 
Ciill is that she doesn't teach you 
there is something more to medicine 
than knowing 'Gray' and 'Osier'." 
The relative advantages of city and. 
country practices .are llttio under- 
stood by the medical student, remark- 
ed Dr. If., n, Clouston, ot Huntingdon, 
2ue., when he addre.wed the Medical 
Undergraduates' Society last even- 
ing. 

Is McGill Graduate 
Dr. Clouston, who is a McGIU Gra- 
duate, chose a.1 his subject, "The 
Country Generti! Practitioner of To- 
Day." Over twenty years ago, Dr. 
Clouston'.s f.ather, him.self a country 
practloner, addressed a Montreal au- 
dience on thia same subject, Dr 
Clouston has lived In the atmosphere 
of a rural doctor's for forty years. 

Beginning with thirty dollar's worti; 
of equipment. Including the iron bank 
his surgery has now possession of all 
the apparatus used by the modern 
practising physician. Included are s 
microscope, electrical sterilizer, steam- 
pressuro sterilizer, still, dlatherpy 
i-.lçh — froqiiency ln.<itrument ultra- 
violet carbon arc, intravenous set, 
suctioit pump, tonsillotomes, and a 
portable X-ray machine entirely ade- 
quate for the work it does. 

Accountancy Needed 
"If ever I were the dean of the 
Faculty of Medfcltfe "I should make 
sure there was a "Faculty - of Com- 
merce for medical students," stated 
Dr. Clouston, after remarking that of 
all his apparatus the accounting sys- ^ 
tern is tho most expensive. If tlW 
college did not see 'fit to provide such 
training then "the Jtedical Socletj 
will be ' well advised to demonstrate 
the system of accounting to students." 

The persona! preparation of druss 
Is preferable to depending on the 
pharmacist for - - prescriptions. Al- 
though one can" -buy cultura.1 media, 
"as a rule, the antitoxin is used first 
and diagnosis is made later, if you 
arc wise." 

Surgery Problems 
"Everybody does minor'' surgery," 
stated Dr. Clouston, "but minor sur- 
gery iniptop.:'rly handled become* 
major surgery." In emergency cases, 
ot whlchiacute appendicitis forms a 
great number, there is often no alter- 
tuitlvo but to operate at homo, for 
tho delay of transporting the patient 
to a citji hospital would be fatal. A 
miUl case o: appendicitis compara- 
tively simple compared with those 
complex cases which worry tho 
brainiest of surgeons. 

Tho "treatment of tuberculosis l.s 
more satisfurtorily unilert.-iken when 
the patient's homo is in the country, 
thinks Dr. Clouston, for tho work ot 
sanitaria consists of teaching the 
patients sanitary methods. 
Cases Cited 
Dr. Clouston discussei( several most 
serious surgical, cases In which nu- 
merous complications were overcome. 
A woman's case is safer in the hands 
vi a country practitioner th.an with a 
city hospital, continued the speaker. 
Chances of puorpcia! fever are great 
er In a city hospital whvro there is 
not the complete guarantee of mo- 
thers and babies as is found in tho 
country. 

Tho country h.os been held tho 
practice of maiiy great medica.; men. 
Tho Just case of Malta fever In Que- 
bec was discovered by a rural doc- 
tor. Due to an Inioriorlty complex 
most ot the country physicians do 
not. record tho unusu.al coses met 
'with; these would form a priceless 
contribution. 

■In closing Dr. Clouston referred to 
tho country as a place where the mo-v 
dical mail may review tho whole dra- 
ma of human lite without make-be- 
'lovo.

At 
length it is taught in cplleges, and if there 
are a sufficient number of interested stu- 
dents, the ne.xt, and an almost inevitable 
«tep, is the formation of a club to discuss 
the matter informally outside the lecture 
room. . 

At McGill there are thii'ty oi' forty of 
these sectional dubs, each one devoted to 
.some particular bi'anch of learning. But, of 
them all, the one appealing- most strongly 
to the imagination at present is the Light 
Aeroplane Club and its sister organization, 
the ^Glider Club. 

Probably no great discovery will arise 
as the result of the earnest efforts of the 
members, nevertheless they are doing theii* 
bit to make a great new system of trans 
port a little more familiar to the public, 
and in toyinjf with gliders they are en 
gaging in research not previousljr^umde^r 
taken on a large .scale in this counflH 

A Toronto paper in a recent article 
traces the history of aci'onautical .science 
from the earlient kites to the very latest 
in auto>fyro.s and the conclusion drawn i.s 
that the development of the glider i.s 
throw-back to the pioneering days when 
all flying experience wa.s ba.sed on the be- 
haviour of expei'imental kites, Fro.m these, 
the heavy motor-powered planes with fly.
